The Planning Department recommends the 
Planning Commission declare a public nuisance to 
exist concerning the property of 634 Woodland Dr., 
owned by Ron Sarabia. The property has been 
posted as a nuisance. 

The Planning Department recommends that the 
commissioners approve the site plan as submitted 
by Tom Reichardt for a maximum rear 
yard setback at 223 N. Mountain Trail to build a 
second dwelling on the lot. 

Commissioners are working on an Ordinance 
for Development Standards that will actually amend 
Municipal Code, Section 9252 (c) (1) and Section 
9252 (d). The former states that interior lots and 
corner lots shall have a side yard on each side of 
the lot of 10 percent width, provided such side yard 
need not exceed 10 feet in width for sites with a 
single story dwelling. The latter states the rear lots 
must have a rear yard of 15 feet.

Thermometer rises for 
Have A Heart campaign

The Have A Heart Fund thermometer went 
up in Kersting Court, registering at the $3000 mark, 
on the way to the $15,000 goal needed to pur¬ 
chase two automatic heart defibrillators for the Fire 
Department’s Emergency Medical Technicians. 

It has been estimated that double the number 
of heart attack victims can be saved with this 
equipment and Sierra Madre will be among only 15 
squads in Los Angeles County to have the life¬ 
saving defibrillators when the Have A Heart goal is 
reached. 

Sam Simpson, chairman of the drive, stated 
that a mailer is going out to some 1000 resi¬ 
dents and business people in the next few days and 
expressed th6 hope that recipients will “Give 
from the heart.” 

He noted that, statistically speaking, at least 
two lives can be saved each year in Sierra Madre 
with the equipment. 

Several medical facilities and cardiologists 
groups were among the initial contributors, demon¬ 
strating the importance medical personnel place on 
the'equipment. 

Simpson announced the names of additional 
donors whose contributions have been received this 


week.

James Hoyle, who is known as the modern 
Van Gogh and as Hawaii’s Impressionistic painter, 
has agreed to make a personal appearance at the 
luau Saturday, Oct. 8, which is the culmination 
of the six-week Hawaiian Getaway promotion 
sponsored by the Sierra Madre and Arcadia 
Chambers of Commerce. Dates of the promotion 
are from Sept. 1 through Oct. 8. 

Hoyle has also offered to place one of his 
famous serigraphs as one of the gifts to be given 
away in the many drawings at the luau Oct. 8. 
.Also to be drawn that evening are two, one-week 
visits to Kauai for two and one week-long visit 
for two to Kauai for one of the Arcadia and 
Sierra Madre merchants participating in the promo¬ 
tion. 

Hoyle came to Hawaii in 1977, living first on 
Maui and then moving to Kauai in the early ’80s. 
Hoyle’s training and experience, his knowledge of 
color and light, his mastery of post-impressionist 
techniques led him toward working in the elearic 
colors of all the Hawaiian islands. A move to Hawaii 
was natural for someone who works much in the 
manner of Van Gogh, famous !9th century Dutch 
impressionist painter. 


As a naturalist born in Nashville. Tenn., Hoyle 
soon found that art was his niche in Ihi.^ world 
and studied watercolor painting in junior and 
senior high school. Even then he became an out¬ 
standing student and began gathering honors. He 
has had 21 one-man shows and has participated in 
25 exhibitions. 

He has received several art awards, had five 
gallery representations and has a formidable list 
of collectors to his credit. 

Hoyle’s work echoes the sun-drenched bright¬ 
ness seen in Hawaii, also noted by 19th century painter 
Gaugin while he lived in the South Seas. 

Hoyle found his way to Hanapepe, Kauai, 
and a wooden two-story building that dated 
back to the ’30s when the little plantation town 
was a busy island center. He turned the top 
floor into his studio and home and opened a 
gallery downstairs. 

“On Kauai inspiration is no problem. 1 get 
ideas for paintings just sitting out in my back¬ 
yard or driving to the grocery store,” Hoyl^e 
commented.

More than 5000 motorcycle riders were 
trained during the first year of the 
Highway Patrol-sponsored California 
Motorcyclist Training Program — an 89 
percent increase over the prior year — arxl 
motorcycle deaths dropped 12.9 percent 
to the lowest point since 1983. 

Both facts were cited by the Motor¬ 
cycle Safety Foundation as reasons for its 
designation of California’s new program 
as “best in the nation’’ for 1987. 

Highway Patrol Deputy Commissioner 
Maury Hannigan accepted the “Out¬ 
standing State Program” award from Peter 
Fassnacht, foundation vice president, 
at ceremonies Aug. 6 at Orange Coast 
College, Costa Mesa, one of 43 fixed 
and mobile motorcycle training locations 
in the state. 

The honor cames as a kickoff to 
Motorcycle Safety Monty, proclaimed for 
August by Governor Deukntejian, because 
August is one of the Iwaviest riding months 
of the year. The proclamation noted the 
importance of car drivers and motorcycle 
riders “safely co-existing” on the state’s 
roadways. 

Program objectives are two-fold: To 
train as many motorcyclists as possible, 
arxi to increase the general (friving public’s 
awareness of motorcycle safety issues.

Beware: holiday 

Nationwide, more persons are killed 
in motor vehicle accidents during the 
Labor Day weekend than during any other 
holiday of the year, according to the Los 
Angeles Safety Council. 

“Persons drivirsg while intoxicated or 
not wearing a seat belt constitute the ma¬ 
jority of motor vehicle fatalities over the 
Labor Day weekend,” said Joseph Kaplan, 
president of the Los Angeles Safety Coun¬ 
cil. “It’s also interesting to note that one 
out of every five people arrested in the 
United States for ckhhng under the influence 
liveslnCallfomla?’'" 

During the Labor Day weekend last 
year, motor vehicle accidents on California 
highways alone claimed the lives of 45 
persons. Thirty-nine of the victims were 
not wearing a seat belt at the time, 
accordir>g to the California Highway Patrol. 

The Los Angeles Safety Council suggests 
that motorists plan Labor Day trips care¬ 
fully and make sure their car or recrea¬ 
tional vehicle is road ready by 
checking all fluid levels, tire pressure 
and replacing worn tires and faulty breaks.

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City hears how ‘creative financing can save the day 


J. Kenneth Caresio, senior vice president of 
Chilton & O’Connor, Inc., investment bankers, told 
Sierra Madre City Council members Tuesday eve¬ 
ning in an adjourned meeting that he believes 
he can assist the city into creatively raising funds 
for several projects the council wishes to finance. 

Those include constructing a 40(X)-sq.-ft. police 
and fire facility (that is already under construction) 
estimated to cost about $1 million; purchase of a 
new fire engine estimated to cost about $2(X),000; 
purchase new construction equipment at an esti¬ 
mated cost of $80,000; construct public parking 
improvements estimated to cost approximately 
$400,000; provide approximately $3 million of new 
Redevelopment Agency funds for economic de¬ 
velopment activities; eliminate existing rental pay¬ 
ments on the City Hall and public safety facili¬ 
ties; and provide additional funds from the as-

sets of the city’s water enterprise. 

Caresio has structured a financing plan that, 
he says, would “provide for the utilization of your 
existing tax increment revenue of $345,000 per 
year and the refunding/refinancing of your debt 
on the existing public safety, civic center and 
water facilities.’’ 

He suggests that the city and the CRA estab¬ 
lish a Public Financing Authority which would 
utilize recently enacted state legislation. 

“Essentially, the Authority would issue bonds. 
The proceeds of the bonds would be used to pay 
off your existing agency and city bonds and then 
the balance would be used to loan funds to the 
agency and the city. The debt service on the bonds 
is supported by sufficient revenues pledged to the 
authority from both the agency (tax increment re¬ 
venues) and the city (water service revenues) in 
order to meet the loan payments to the Authority,’’ 
Caresio said. The Authority can be created very 
easily by the simple adoption of resolutions by the 
city and agency, he explained. 

He believes that the city should realize a 
conservative 4 percent annual revenue growth for 
the next three years. This analysis provides for the 
total refunding of all the agency’s and city’s bonded 
indebtedness. 

"This is necessary in order to eliminate the 
rental obligation on agency facilities and to be in 
compliance with previous covenants of existing City 
Water Revenue Bonds. The refunding of this debt 
can be accomplished by taking advantage of the

present market rates of government securities so 
that the Authority would need only to purchase 
those securities necessary to provide for the repay¬ 
ment of their respective maturities with no need 
to call premium payments. The purchase of the 
securities would legally eliminate all of the present 

debt obligation,’’Caresio said. ^ , 

This part of the analysis (provided by Caresio) 
indicates that approximately $2 million of new 
funds would be available to the agency with 
$425,000 of this amount held in a special escrow 
to be annually drawn down by the agency when 
tax increment revenue growth projections are 
achieved, he explained. 

His projections also recognize legal annulment 
of all the existing water bonds and provides for 
a structure where the Authority would provide the 
city with a net of $3 million which it would utilize 
for city projects or it could loan a portion or the 
full $3 million amount to the agency. 

This loan, he said, would further protect the 
agency with respect to future tax increment reve¬ 
nue growth. 

The financing, he pointed out. would totally 
and legally void the following bond issues; $600,000, 
city hall lease revenue bands; $600,000, public safety 
lease revenue bonds; $400,000 water revenue bonds; 
$350,000 water revenue bonds; and $450,000, water 
revenue bonds. The total is $2,400,000. 

Caresio said that the funds that would be avail¬ 
able to the agency/city for any lawful purpose 
would be approximately $5 million. 


“This net amount I believe meets the agency 
and city needs . . . However, it is recommended 
further that if the agency is required to utilize 
funds for ‘private purpose activity,’ that it take 
advantage of the existing $1,200,000 of agency re¬ 
serves and utilize new bond proceeds for ‘public 
purpose activities.’ ’’ 

The matter has been placed on next week’s 
regular City Council meeting, Tuesday, Aug. 23.

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Rough seas slow champion water skiers 



Sunny day, rough ocean greeted water ski champs. 


In what was termed 
the roughest seas in eight 
years, 76 out of 104 start¬ 
ers finished the 40th an¬ 
nual Catalina Water 
Ski race Sunday in 
record slow times. The 
race from l.ong Beach 
to Catalina is 62 statute 
miles, non-stop, round 
trip. 

Winner was Kun Schoen 
of Mesa, Ariz., whose 
time at 68 minutes 
proved slower than 
Mason Thompson 
who finished last year in 
54 minutes 56 seconds. 
Shoen also won in 1985 
in 57.37. 

Troy Ayala of West¬ 
minster was the last 
to finish. It took the 17- 
year-old 3 hours and 3 


minutes to cross the line. 

Keith Packard, 60 
years, was the oldest 
man to finish the race, 
and Laura Hanger, 14, 
was the youngest person 
in the race. She was 
not able to finish. 

Several injuries were 
registered and skier Ron 
Witter is still in the 
hospital as of Tuesday 
noon. Last year’s 
winner. Mason Thomp¬ 
son, was hospitalized and 
released and he did 
not finish the race. 

Several other racers 
“had their bells rung,” 
meaning they fell hard 
against the wall of 
water and had slight 
concussions. None of 


those was hospitalized. 
One noted a loss of 
memory for several min¬ 
utes the day of the race 
and by Tuesday morning 
had lost his headache 
but had gained total 
muscle soreness all over 
his body. 

Navigators, those who 
sit in the middle of the 
boats, communicating 
with both the skiers and 
the drivers of the 
boats, also were “beaten 
up” by the unruly seas 
and noted that the four-ft. 
swells made it difficult 
to keep track of the 
skiers at all times. 

One skier said the 
wall of water on either 
side obliterated the sight 


of any other skiers and 
sometimes almost ob¬ 
literated seeing the 
boat pulling him. 


Vicki Sawyer, who was 
in charge of race ar¬ 
rangements again this 
year, said, “Aside of the 
rough water the race went 
well. They were alot 
slower because of the 
water, 14 minutes off 
last year’s race. We don’t 
know why the water was 
so rough Sunday 
when it had been silk 
the day before. One 
old wive’s tale predicts 
that an overcast day 
will produce smooth 
water. The clearer the 
day, the rougher the 
water. Sunday was 
crystal clear. One skier 
who went over the 
Wednesday before said 
it was absolutely boring 
out there. One skier 
told me. ‘That’s the 
charm of the race — 
that’s Catalina. It’s 
exciting. You never 
know what it’s going to 
be out there. It’s a giant 
drag race. In the middle 
of the sea it’s desolate, 
isolated. You feel like 
you’re the last person 
on earth. Then you hit 
Avalon and it’s gorgeous. 
You tell yourself you’re 
going to make it. On 
the way back it’s isolated 
again and in the last 
few minutes you spring

Sawyer noted that 
this race was the 
most competitive field 
assembled at C atalina. 
“There was world 
champion Steven 
Moore from lingland. 
past world ehamp Mark 

Pickring from Australia, 
a team of 12 Australian 
skiers, three Canadia 
teams, two trom New 
Zealand, 1983 winner 
Danny Berteles from 
Belgium who is also 
past world champion. 
Then there are the Amer¬ 
ican National champ¬ 
ions such as Gary Tom¬ 
lin who came from the 
world championships 
in Australia in I'ebruary 
this year. Other great 
American skiers such as 
Ted Hoffman. Rose 
Johnson beat a world 
class skier last year 
and this year beat 
both Marcia Mier and 
Debbie Norblood, the 
top two women in the 
world.” 

Back to the weather, 
Sawyer said that one 
race years ago was 
totally fogged in and one 
started as late as 1 p.m. 
because of the heavy 
fog. 

Are the skiers ready 
to race again next year? 
Of course. It’s an excite¬ 
ment they wouldn’t pass 
up for anything.
